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- -The bomb that erippled the right arm of a graduate student in 
electrical engineering and damaged a computer lab at Ue of Cal. 
Berkeley last May was planted by a terrorist grovp called the Free» 
dom Club. We are also responsible for some earlier ix bombing attem= 
pts; among others, the bomb-that injured a professor in the computer 
science building at U. of Cal., the mail bomb that injured the sec- 
retary of computer expert Patrick Fischer at Vanderbilt University 
3} years ago, and the fire bomb planted in the Business School at 
U. of Utah, which never went off. tie have nothing against academics 
as such. We could have attacked businessmen or scientists working 
for private corporations. But academics are easy targets because any- 
one can walk into collere buildings without being questioned, and 
academics are less likely to be suspicious of a package received in 
the mail than someone in the business world would be. 

we have waited until now to announce utirselves because our ear= 
lier bombs were embarrassingly ineffectual. The injuries they in- 
flicted were relatively minor. In order tc influence people, a ter- 
rorist group mist show a certain amount of success. When we finally 
realized that the amount of smokeless powder needed to blow up any=- 
one or anything was too large to be practical, we decided to take a 
counle of years off to learn something about explosives and develop 
an effective bombe 

First we had to learn some basic physics, chemistry and mathe= 
matics, since none of us had any scientific background to start with. 

Then we had to go through some time-consuming, experiments». That we 
now have an effective bomb is shown by what we did to that electrical 
engineer's arm with less than two ounces of explosive. He would have 
been killed if he had been standing so as to take the fragments in 
the body instead of the arme You can imagine what we will be able to 
do when we have worked out ways to use this explosive in larger quan= 
tities, say ten, twenty five or fifty pounds. We hone those computer 
freaks over at the Ser reres yy like fireworks, cause they are going 
to see some good ones. 

To prove that we are the ones who planted the bomb at Ue of Cal. 
last Vay, we will mention a few details that could be known only to 
us and the FBI men who investigated the incident» The explosive was 

contained in an iron pipe of nominal 3/4 inch (actually about 13/16 
inch) inside diameter. The ends of the pipe were closed with iron 
plugs secured with iron pins of 5/16 inch diameter. One. of the plugs 
had the letters Fo (for Fresdom Club) marked on ite (There was a 
metal disc attached “9 the plug to help assure a good seal. If this 
was not blown cff it “ill be necessary to remove it in order to see 
the letters FC.) The Lomb was ignited by electricity passing through 
a Tine steel filament. The lead-wires passing through the plug to 
the filament were 1 gauge with green insulation. The rest of the 
wiring was 16 gauge with flesh colored insulation. Six Duracell size 
D batteries were usede This snould be enough to prove that ve plant- 
ed the bomb. F

l. The aim of the Freedom Club is the complete and permanent de- 
struction of modern industrial society in every part of the world. 
This means no more airplanes, no more radios, no more miracle drugs, 
no more paved rosde, and ao forth. Today a large and growing number 
of people are coming to recognize the industrial-technological system 
as the greatest enemy of freedom. Many evidences of these changing 
attitudes could be cited. Fer the moment we content ourselves with 
mentioning one statistic. "According to a January 1980 poll, only 33 
percent of the citizens of the Federal Republic of Germany [ West Ger- 
many} still belleve thet technological development will lead to great- 
er freedom; 5G percent think it is more likely to make us less free." 
This is from "1954: Decade of the Experts?" <= an article by Johanno 
Strasser in 1924 revisited: Totalitarianism in our century, edited by 
Irvine Howe and published by Harper and Row, 1983. (This article as a 
whole helps to show the extent to which technology is becoming, a tar- 
get of social rebellicn.) 

2. The aollowness of the old revolutionary ideologies centering on 
socialism has becone cleare Now and in the future the thrust of rebel- 
lion will te against the industrial-technologieal system itself and 
not for or aguinat any political tg ideology that is supposed to gov- 
ern the adiginistraticn cf that system. All ideologies and political 
systems are falese They only result in power for special groups who 
just push the rest of us sround. There is only one way to escape from 
being, pushed arcuni, end that is to smash the whole system and get 
along without it. It is better to be poor and free than to be a slave 
and get pushes. around all your life. 

3e Yo ideolozy or political system can get around the hard facts 
of life in industrial society. Because any form of industrial society 
requires u high level of organization, all decisions have to be made 
by a small elite of leaders and experts who necessarily wield all the 
over, regardiess of any colitical fictions that may be muintainede 
Even if the motivea of this elite were completely unselfish, they 
would utill HAVE TO exploit and manipuj}ate us simply to keep the sys- 
tem running. Thus the evil is in the nature of technology itself. 

ĉe “an is a social animal, meant to live in groups. But mixckny 
only in SMALL gzroups, sey up to 100 people, in which all members 
know one another Inbiuately. Van is not meant to live as an insigni- 
ficant atom in a vast organization, which is the only way he can live 
ln any form of industrialized society. 

5. The Freedom Club is strictly antieccommunist, anti-soclalisi, 
antieleftist. Cne reason ior this is that the left has a consistent 
record of unintentionally (when not intentionally) subverting rebel 
movements of any .ind and turning them into lortist wovements. Until 
now, leftism has hac an image as THE ideology of rebellion, so that 
RUM IDRrBONAXMiOX! NL: “any crabakimavementxararikxekyxtaxbexkezinxx 
nany persons who join any rebel movement are likely to be left- 
leaning. ‘when enouyth leftists have joined such a wovegent it acquires 
a leftishn arona which attracts still more leftists until the move- 
nent becowes just another socialist sect. Therefore the Freedom Club 
must completely disassociate itself from any form of leftiemr. This 
does not imply that we are in any sense a right-wing ..ovement. jie are 
apolitical. Politics only distracts attention from the real issue. 

6. Don't think that we uv2 sadists or thrill-seekers or that we 
have alonted terrorism lirhtiy. Thourh we are young we are not hot- 
heads. Xe have become terrorists only after the most earnest conside 
eration.
